INTERNATIONAL SEARCHING 

AUTHORITY (SEPARATE SHEET) PCT/JP2004/019716 

The application relates to a test specimen having one or more chemical substances fixed 
to prescribed plural independent positions (spots) on a substrate. 

Each spot contains a quantity of chemical which is an integer multiple of a certain quantity 
unit so that in the claimed specimen each spot can be prepared with an accurately 
controlled quantity of chemical(s). 

Hence the claimed specimen can be used as a standard specimen for quantitative analysis 
(e.g. by time-of-flight secondary ion mass spectrometry) and can serve especially for 
obtaining a calibration curve. 

None of the cited documents discloses or hints towards the claimed combination of 
features and so claim 1 and dependent claims 2-13 meet the requirements of Art. 33 PCT. 

In claim 1 it should be clarified that the quantities of the chemical substance(s) in each 
position are different from the quantities in any other position (Art 6 PGT). 
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
